Re: Reverend Martin Luther King 


On January 8, 1954, a confidential source who is 
familiar with most aspects of the racial situation in 
Lynchburg, Virginia, furnished the follov;ing information: 

About tv;o years ago. Reverend Martin Luther King 
came to Lynchburg, Virginia at the invitation of the Lynchburg 
Chapter of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference, at 
which time he addressed a very large audience on various 
integration activities. 

During the meeting a collection v/as taken up from 
the audience. After the meeting. Reverend King and some of 
his associates who came to Lynchburg with him from his head- 
quarters gathered up all the money in sacks and placed the 
money in the trujik of their car, taking it i/lth them \/hen 
they left Lynchburg. 

At no tii.ie was any accounting made of the money 
that v/as collected and to this date, it is .lOt lo'iown hov/ much 
money was collected or what disposition v/as (lade of it, 
e;:cept that it was ta!:en by Reverend King and ills associates. 

The source expressed great admiration for Reverend 
King in his integration activities and expressed the opinion 
that Reverend King is a "good Christian". 

The source then stated that "v/heri all the integration 
activity is over. Reverend King v/111 not be a pure man". 

The source declined to elaborate further on this 
comjiicnt, except to state that failure to account properly fsi* 
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inone,y collected ao outlined above v/as not coi’rect and to 
indicate that it wac possible that Reverend King was in a 
position to keep all or any part of the money collected in 
Lynchburg for his ov;n personal use .

Georgia. During the course of their conversation, Smj th indicated 
that Martin Luther King will be going to Washington, D.C., on 
Sunday, January 5, 1965, but did not know where King would be 
staying vjhilc in V/ashington. Joiies said that he would be going 
to V.'ashington on Sunday and would be staying at the Willard Hotel 
vjhere he has reservations from 11:00 AM on January 5, 1964, to 
the evening of January 7, 1964. 


According to the same confidential source, Harry 
VJachtel vjill also be going to V.'ashington on Sunday and will 
stay at the same hotel. The source also furnished Information 
which Indicated that Jones v.'as in contact with Harry Wachtel on 
January 2, 1964. Wachtel said that he had received an 
invitation from King to attend the "Black Mountain Retreat". 
V/achtel mentioned that the Invitation stated that the bill v;culd 
be paid by the Gandlil Society.

SITEMAN, "Chairman of the SP (Socialist Party) Youth Committee 
had objected to a statement appearing in "Commerce", a 
NeiJ York University Journal, v;hich indicated that the YPSL 
merged v;ith the SYL to form the YSL, He explained that 
the YPSL did not merge with anyone, that it continued to 
exist as the youth section of the Socialist Party. He 
explained that a small group of the YPSL was dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organization and Joined 
the SYL, v/hich he characterized as the youth group of tlie 
"Trotslcylte ISL". He explained that after these fev/ former 
members of the YPSL Joined the SYL, the SYL then proceeded 
to change its name for its own purposes. 

On April 9t 1956, another confidential informant 
advised as follov/s: 

The YSL has frequently VJorked in close sympathetic 
cooperation v;lth the ISL tov;ard similar objectives, although 
each major Issue given mutual consideration is decided upon 
by these organizations indlviduallj''. The YSL serves as an 
apprenticeship for the ISL, but ISL selection of members from 
YSL ranks is made on an individual and personal basis.

This same source furnished information on 
November 22 , 19 & 3 > which indicated that Clarence Jones 
engaged in conversation with Martin Luther King on that 
date. The assassination of the President v;as discussed 
and the possibility of comments from King being requested, 
Jones said that there are three points to be made; Ti at 
this is the work of a crasy man, that for a period of time 
there has been this violence and lawlessness against the 
Negro, and chat he (the President) did seek a shift to a 
more progressive foreign policy. It was indicated that 
the first statement would be short and that this would be

On November 23, 19(^3, a second confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, furnished 
information which indicated that Clarence Jones contacted 
Dora McDonald, secretary to Martin Lutner King, on that date. 
Jones told her that he has a statement which King wanted to 
get from him for "The Herald Tribune." Jones said he thinks 
that the title is supposed to be "The Implications For Civil 
Rights From President Kennedy's Death," but Jones said that 
King could put whatever title he was asked to put on it. 

Jones gave the statement to Me Donald, It decries the 
loss of a leader who had tne courage to be a friend of 
civil rights.

At the close, Jone 
suggested that King paraphrase part of Lincoln's Gettysuurg 
address to state that the living should go on so that the 
dead shall not h^.ve died In vain, and )ie suggested a quote 
from one of Pre.o'‘:'ent '.rsr.edy's soeecres to the effect that tho 
who do nothing invite as well as violence, while those 

who act boldly are recognizing right as well as reality.

On November 20, 1953, Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FCI) observed Martin Luther King and 
Bernard Lee, King's assistant, entering the International Hotel, 
Idlewild Airport, Queens, New York, at 10: A3 a.m, Lee, after 
inquiring about a room in the hotel, registered and was given 
room 311. King and Lee took the elevator to the third floor. 

At 11;05 a.m,, on November 20, 1963, Special Agents observed 
Stanley Levison and Clarence Jones entering the international 
Hotel where they made an inquiry at the desk and then proceeded 
to the third floor. At 2:40 p.m., on November 20, 1953, Special 
Agents observed King departing from the International Hotel in 
the compan^' of Stanley Levison and Clarence Jones, Outside of 
the hotel, King and Lee entered a taxicab and Jones remarked 
King vjould have to hurry in order to get the three o’clock flight.

that would stand up in testimony in court or boloro Congressional 
committees that the Communist Party, USA, docs wield substantial 
■mfluenco over Nc^iroes which one day could become decisive. 

The mcmoranduia which the Director penetratively questioned, 
while showing in the details the communist impact on Negroes, did 
suffer from such limitations. These limitations we will make every 
effort to lift in the future. The gi-eat amount of attention this 
Division is giving to communist activities directed toward the Negro 
should enable us to do this. 

For example, hero at the Seat of Government, the Negro - 
communist question takes up as a whole the time of one supervisor and 
during the past few weeks four men have been so occupied. Additionally, 
(1) specialized instructions are regulai'ly given the fiell on communist 
infiltration of the Negro; (2) monographs have been written on the 
subject and widely disseminated; (3) regularly disseminated are memoranda 
and reports; (4) August 21, 1963, we devoted the entire Current Intelli- 
gence Analysis to the coirununist plans for the Negro March of August 28, 
1963, (149 copies of this Analysis were disseminated to 44 agencies of 
the Governraent>, (5) much material on the issue is given to Agents at 
In-Service; and (6) ai"* S.4C Letter is uiider preparation in this Division 
DOW giving the field the benefit of what we learned from the Negro March 
on Washington and issuing instructions for increased coverage of 
communist influence on the Negro. 

As the memorandum pointed out, "this Nation is involved in a 
form of raci al revolution and the ^me has never been so right for 
expjpjitat.ipn__pf the Negroes by communist propagandists." Nineteen million 
Negroes constitute the~grcatest single racial target of the Conununist 
Party, USA. This is a sombre reality we must never lose sight of. We 
will do everything possible in the troubled future to develop for the 
Director all available facts relating to Negro membership in the Communis'* 
Party, plus the more complex and difficult to ascertain influence ' 

of communist organizations and officials over the leaders and masses of 
Negroes.
